Suicide at Asylum. 


Thomas Stevens, BTI fiirnate of the 


city asylum, committed suicide 
by 


hanging In the loft of tire stable on tlie 
asylum grouuds shortly before 9o'clock 
Thursday morning. 
He had 
been 


mentally deranged for some years and 
was formerly detained at the Slate 
Hospital for the Insane. He had been 
nl Ihe city asylum since last February 
und was kept under almost constant 
Hiirveillance. Thursday 
morning he 


was left alone for a short time, not 
more than ten minutes, and when he 
was missed a search was Instituted for 


him. 
His body was found hanging in 


the stable loft. The remains were cut 
clown and the medical examiner was 
summoned. He 'pronounced an In- 
'liicst unnecessary.

After the aoutberu repula* tt 
8hlk* In April UK leader* lu tbe wect 
ooec more caat their eyea eagerly opou 
Kentucky, which had be«ii wholly U«t 
to them by tbe vlctoriea of Tbotnaa tnd 
Grant lu January and February, 1862. 
General Bragg beaded hla battalion* 
toward tbe Kentucky border. Ilia atart- 
Ing point, waa CbatUnooga, on the 
aoutuem border of Teoueaae«. A boat 
the center of eart Tenuoaaee tbe Coo- 
federatea, onder General KSrtiy Smith, 
held Knoxvllle, and Uorgau rode out 
aa the advance guard of Biulth'i to teat 
the temper of the Keutncky people and 
tbe mettle of tbe boya iu blue wbo 
.were gtjardlnf the atrategtc points be- 
yond tbe Ohio. 


With 900 trooper* Morgan forded tbe 


Comberland the afternoon of July 8. A 
band,of Federal aoldlera bad watched 
tbe approach of the Invader*, bat kept 
cot of aljrht, and Morgan ruabed for- 
ward to the flrrt poat of tbe enemy 
.which lay in hia pathway. Thla wai 
the Tillage of Tompklnarllle, garri- 
•oned by about 200 men of tbe Ninth 
Pennaylvanla cavalry under Major T. 
J. Jordan. 


It waa Jordan'a band that Morgan 


beard of, but didn't §ee at tbe ford. 
Jordan had news of Morgan's coming 
and went to tbe river to meet him. It 
waa all a game of hide and seek, for 
Jordan marched back to Toiapkinavllle, 
•eelng nothing of tbe enemy. 


Early on the morning of July 9 the 


Pennsylvania troopers were aroused to 
prepare for actVon. While they were 
feeding and cleaning their mounta the 
camp wag thinned by picket firing 
oat on tbe river road. Before the hone* 
conld be aaddled Jordan'! pickets re- 
ported a heavy attack, and alorgan'i 
line coold already be seen deploying 
around the camp. In an bonr tbe place 
was surrounded, and Morgan's bone 
battery began to toss shells into Totnp- 
kinsville. , 


While tbe guns were playing on tbe 


astounded 
Federals the 
Kentucky 


troopers formed for a charge and 
dashed In, Major Jordan saw that be 
,wag 
outnumbered and gave the order 


to retreat. Morgan had gent the Texas 
rangers around to the rear of Jordan's 
line, but the Pennsylvanlans .charged 
gallantly through. The rangers rallied 
and panned the retreating Federals, 
and in a rear guard fight Jordan was 
captured and Lien tenant Sullivan, cooi- 
mnndlng the firing line, was killed. 


Within • few hours after Morgan's 


blow at Tompklnsvffle the telegraph 
wires were hot with dispatches telling

gow the operator dismounted, took 
down the telegraph wire and connect- 
ed his pocket instrument. Seated tbere 
under tbe guard of tbe troopers, be 
took 'off all tb* dispatches pasting 
through. 


At first tbe telegraph office at Lovjl*- 


Tilie called up tbe office at Nashville, 
and Ellsworth intercepted every word. 
The tenor of tbe dtspotcbe* snowed 
that Morgan wts loose hi tbe Blue 
Cras* region, and orders between 
banks and commercial houses to send 
money and other valuables by railroad 
were countermanded. Louisville also 
tent Nashville tbe general new* of tbe 
day, and that war dispatches from 
Washington and 
New 
York 
were 


placed in tbe bands of John H. Mor- 
gan, the Kentucky raider. 


Baring drained Louisville arid stolen 


tbe operator's signal* and signature*, 
Ellsworth ended for tbe day by send- 
ing a bogus dispatch dictated by Mor- 
gan. It purported to come from Nash- 
rill* and stated that Forrest's Tennes- 
see cavalry had attacked Murfreeaboro, 
Tenn, routed, tbe Federals and was 
moving on Nashville. 
Morgan 
wts 


said to'be In Tennessee co-operating 
with Ferrest Tbls dispatch was signed 
with tbe name of the Federal provost 
marshal at Nashville, Stanley Mat- 
ttiews, and at a glance seemed more 
Credible than those earlier dispatches 
which located Morgan in Kentucky. 
The Federals In Kentucky of course 
had no knowledge of Bragg's Intended 
invasion of the state, and it was rather 
comforting than otherwise to think that 
Morgan waa not over tbe border on an 
extensive foray. 


Morgan rode into Glasgow at mid- 


night the day of Ellsworth's telegraph- 
ic "exploit and captured in the town 200 
rifles, which were needed to supply tbe 
unarmed men who had followed him 
over the border. Tbe whole of south- 
ern Kentucky was alert, and every dis- 
patch which passed between the com- 
manders of the military posts scattered 
along the railroads mentioned Morgan's 
band, invariably magnifying Its num- 
bers, its audacity and Its conquest*. 


Morgan's Kentncklans have some- 


times been recklessly and unfairly 
classed with those guerrilla bands that 
wage war more In the spirit of vandal* 
than of organized and disciplined sol- 
dier*. Tbe command first and last em- 
braced tbe best young bloods of Ken- 
tucky, many of them graduates of tbe 
highest eastern colleges and others too 
young to be graduated. 
Among the 


leaders were Willie Brecklnrldge, Hart 
GItnon of Yale, at one time Morgan's 
adjutant general; Colonel Grtggsny, of 
tn old Virginia family and t graduate' 
of tbe University of Virginia; Colonel 
Cbenault, Colonel Tucker, Colonel Cic- 
ero Coleman, Governor McCreary and 
•cores of others whose names are 
prominent In the west and, in fact, all 
over the Union as honorable and active 
citlsens. 


Tbe ranks of tbe corps st the begin- 


ning and all through Its career were 
filled with tbe flower of the youth 
around Louisville and the Blue Grass 
country where Morgan was known. 


Morgan took naturally to raiding be- 


cause' of bis lore of horses and bis ex- 
perience in the Mexican war, where 
he had commanded a company. 
His 


men had early been taught horseman- 
Aip, In fact born in the saddle. With 
or without saddle or clrclngle tt was 
all tbe same. 


The name of Morgan had become 


known to tbe Federal guard* in Ken- 
tucky long before his advent in July, 
1862. u a raider. He bad been In the 
field a year at tbe bead of Kentucky 
horsemen, first leading • company, 
then a battalion, afterward a regi- 
ment, and now a brigade. With her* 
and tbere a surprise of some Isolated 
garrison, a dashing skirmish or a stand 
np fight, it was easy to Impress the 
imagination and make the raider's 
name a terror. And so while Morgan 
•truck, tnd bis scientific ally, Ells- 
worth, stole dispatches and sent out 
bogus ones, tbe alarm spread all over 
the country, and even Washington 
awoke to the startling fact that mls- 
cbief was brewing in.Kentucky. On 
tbe 13th of July this characteristic dis- 
patch was sent from the White House 
to tbe headquarters of the Federal 
army at Corinth, Miss.:

food bill, which, after extended hear- 
ngs, was reported from tbe boose com- 
mittee on commerce, was not pasaed.

tbe large game such an mrjoso, caribou, 
etc.; extending an Invitation to the 
French government to participate In the 
unveiling in Washington of the statue 
of Marshal !>e Kochambeau; refunding 
the amount of legacy tax paid liy char- 
itable, benevolent and etcmoslnary In- 
stitutions. 


The amount of appropriations for the
